Session held in Geneva, December 1947, copies of the 
text of the Resolution concerning the economic 
policies necessary for the attainment in Asia of the 
social objectives of the International Labour Organisa- 


tion which was adopted by the Preparatory Asian 
International Labour 


Regional Conference of the 
Organisation held in New Delhi in October-November 1947. 


The main purpose of the Conference was to focus 
attention on the urgent social problems confronting 
Asia and the Far East, and to suggest concrete pro- 
grammes of national and international action. 


It was recognised, however, that social progress 
is inextricably related to economic prosperity, and 
therefore it was felt necessary to draw attention to 
the urgent economic policies which must be pursued in 
order to provide the solid foundation of prosperity 
without which real progress in the social field is 
impossible. 


The Conference requested the Governing Body to 2 
bring its provisional views on these questions, which 
are contained in this Resolution, to the attention of 


the Economic and Social Council of the United Nations « ov 
and the Economic Commission fOr Asia and the Far East, Ve 
the Food and Agriculture Organisation of the United 
Nations, the International Trade Organisation, when 
established, a such other international bodies as 

may have primary responsibility for international 

action in respect of the various measures suggested. 

The Conference also requested the Governing Body to 

arrange for such further studies of the problems of 
economic development as may be calculated to assist 

the Asian countries in implementing the objectives of

As you will recall, the Resolution was brought 
to the attention of the Co-ordination Committee 
during its Third Session in January 1948 and the 
Committee decided that at its next meeting there 
would be an exchange of views concerning the most 
appropriate distribution of work between the United 
Nations and the Specialised agencies in respect of 
the matters dealt with in the Resolution. 


To afford sufficient time to study the Resolu- 
tion and thus to permit a full exchange of views at 
the next session of the Co-ordination Committee, this 
Resolution is being communicated to you in advance of 
the other Resolutions adopted by the Preparatory 
Asian Regional Conference which the Governing Body 
has authorised me to transmit to you.

The most inportant of these resolutions, 
later presented as modified to the Conference, included one on economic policy 
and its effects on workers! Livelihood? > one covering intensification of ILO effort 
in Asia’, and the level of Japanese industrial capacity.” |

The nore important functions included an ‘At Home! by Their Ewellencies the 
Governor-General of India and Lady Mountbatten, another by the Hon, the Prime 
Minister and a cocktail party by the President of the Conference, 


General, Observations: 
10. The atuapyhere of the Conference was influenced greatly by the recent 


political developments in the region, held as it ws ten weeks after Indian, and 


on the eve of Burma and Ceylon independence. The Conference was also a landmark, 


renariably for really activé participation and freedon of debate, both at the 
committee level and in plenary session, of the representatives of the countries 
of the region, government, employers and workers. The tripartite composition of — 
the ILO Cenference, including as they do the last-named two groups in addition 

{ο Governments, always lends reality to the proceedings. This was particularly 
exemplified at this meeting. It would seem to have been the policy of western 
members of all delegations to make the Conference’as truly Asian as possible. For 
example, no resolutions were put forward by any delegates from the metropolitan 
countries represented, while many came forward in the names of the Governments 
of China and India, workers fron both countries, and all three delegations from 


Laos. The debate was largely in the hands of Asian representatives, though others 


did not fail to participate fully when occasion demanded. 

11. There were no sharp differences of viewpoint in the Committee on Labour 
Policy. As reference to its report will show”, it was concerned with a wide 
programme on the whole of which immediate action could not be hoped for. It

I am not 
able herein to quote Provisional Record numbers giving 
the final texts as adopted by the Yonference, but 
only the Draft Resolutions which went to the Plenary 
Sessions. Amendments in Plenary Session were, however, 
generally not significant. All papers are being sent 
from New Delhi direct by Mr. Kamal Kumar, who was the 
other United Nations representative at the Conference.

The Resolutions passed by the Preparatory Asian 
Regional Vonference of the International Labour Organisa- 
tion have interest for all of the above organs of the 
United Nations which requested that the U.N. representatives 


should keep them informed. 


The nature of the “onference should be kept in 
mind. It did not have before it texts of resolutions or 
recommendations prepared by the Office and presented to 
delegations in advance, es is usually the case. Instead, 
it had prepared documents covering the four main topics 
on the agenda. These were entitled - "Problems of 
Social Security"; "Labour Policy in General"; "Programme 
of Action for the Enforcement of Social Stendards Embodied 
in Conventions and Recommendations"; and "Economic Back= 


ground of Social Policy". 


From these documents and in the light of their 
own experience, Governments of India and China, workers 
from both countries, employers of both countries, and all 
three of the groups from Laos (Indo-China) presented 
resolutions which were consolidated by working parties 


from the respective Committees to which the resolutions

and the documents were remitted. Thus the resolutions 


express the views of the groups within the region. 


During Committee discussions, as the earlier 3 
report of the United Nations representatives indicates, 
geleral statements of policy were accepted without pro- 
tracted debate. Where, however, as in the Social Security 
and in the Programme of Action Committees ,something more 
definite was being outlined, which might be used as basis 
of pressure by workers on Governments, there was keen 


discussion.

The Conference aiopted/ecupsehensive Resolution g 
(proposed in the first instance by the Yovernment of China), 
concerned with “Economic Policies Necessary for the Attain- 
ment in Asia of the Social Objectives of the International 
Labour Organisation". It was debated in the Selection 
Committee of the Yonference, and, when section by section 
had been adopted, on the motion of the Indian VWorkers' 
delegate the introductory text was altered to indicate 

(see para.5) that the views were "provisional". The 
Resolution dealt at length with the principles which 
should underlie industrialisation , expanding agricultural 
production, terms of exchange of primary products exported, 


capital formation, methods to combat inflation, and so on. 


A Resolution 5 was adopted, originally proposed 
by the “mployers' delegate from China, having to do with 
fixing/

fixing the level of industrial development in Japan, 
relating this to the dangers of dumping, though possibly 
motivated by other factors also. 


Throughout the Conference the need for increased 
production was emphasised by employers who deplored the 
post-war slackness. Some Yovernment delegates also urged 
greater productivity without which the standard of living 
of workers could not rise. A “esolution on the subject

The Resolution on Social Security adopted by the- 
2 





Conference covered questions of income security, 
employment injury benefits, maternity benefits, provision 
for aged and dependent survivors, crop and cattle insurance, 
and medical care. It will be seen that there is enunciation 
of the need for social insurance planning and that this 
should be accelerated. Nevertheless seeing the general 
level of livelihood in Asia, there is agreement that the 
impossible should not be attempted all at once. Schemes 
covering regulated labour, in the first instance, are pro- 
posed, while extension is suggested to other categories 

as administratively feasible. Income security should be 

as a rule secured through a system of compulsory insurance 
financed by contributions from workers, employers and 
Governments. Medical care, on the other hand, should be 
provided by a public medical care service for the total 


population rather than by insurance provisions for part

of it, provided that where social insurance and other 
schemes can be inaugurated for the industrial or other 
sections of the community in advance of the general 


medical care schemes they may be instituted.

some of particular concern, to the “epartment of Social 
Affairs. The long resolutions dealing with the protection 
of children and young workers 2 and employment of women 
and protection of maternity, proposed in the first instance 
by the Indian workers’ delegate, detail how in the view 

of the Yonference these issues should be regarded by Yovern- 


ments. 


The “epartment will also find considerable interest 
in the report of the Committee on Programme of Action δ 
Sections III and IV. “he list of Conventions and Recommende- 
tions given in Section IV was enlarged and changed at the 
plenary session.

3. Programme of action over a period of years for the 
enforcement of social standards embodied in the 
Conventions and Recommendations adopted by the 
International Labour Conference but not yet ratified 
or accepted by the countries concerned; and 


4. The general economic background of social policy 
including problems of industrialisation, 


In addition there will be the Director-General's Report, 
which will deal among other matters with the question of the co- 
ordination of regional activities with the general activities of 
the International Labour Organisation, 


At its 102nd Session (Geneva, June - July 1947) the 
Governing Body decided that the Preparatory Asian Regional 
Conference should open at New Delhi on 27 October 1947, It is 
anticipated that the Conference, which will be held in the 
Constituent Assembly Hall of the Central Assembly Chambers, will 
complete its work by 8 November 1947, 6
